was marketed by Dillon, Read 
& Co. Clarence Dillon was 
being esamined in the in- 
quiry.

& Co., obtained 500,000 shares of

Resuming its inquiry into Wall 


street practices after a summer re- 
cess, the senate committee was 
shown * contract ,by which the 
bankers obtained for $100,000 tne 
stoct in the Baltimore trust it 
formed in 1824. 
This stock, not only proved * 
profitable Investment, but gave-tne 
banking firm control of the $30,000,- 
000, trust. 
Clarence Dillon, tall, slim-faced 
senior partner of the banking bouse, 
agreed the contract was in a "single 
letter," but said it was part of the 
transaction by which Dillon, Bead 
& Co. paid $5,100,000 for 50,000 
shares or common. 


Sold at Hn«c Profit. 


Pecora told newspapermen he 
would bring out later that some of 
the officers In Dillon, Read tt Co., 
sold their stock, which they got for 
20 cento • share, for an average of 
$55 to $60 a share. 
He said the public subscribed 
$25,000.000 of the trust's capital, 
but got no voting power, while Dil- 
lon, Read & Co., the organizers, ob- 
tained the voting power, represent- 
ed by 79 per cent of the common 
stock and all of the preferred, for 
only 5.000,000. 
Dillon said the rise of the stock 
on the open market hi 1928 and 
1929 to $72 was not due .to any "ma- 
gician's power" on his part, but 
rather 
the 
booming 
investment 
business of those times.

missile, witnesses could not say. 


At any rate as young Taylor and 
Jack Gerhardt. a companion 
entered the inn yard, the bear and 
its mate rose on their haunches and 
eyed the boys menacingly. 


Bear Breaks Chain. 


As Taylor tossed the apple to one 


of the bears, it lunged forward, 
snapped its chain and continued on 
toward the boys. 
Panic stricken, the youths fled. 
Gerhardt vanished down the road. 
Taylor cowered behind a tree. Thp 
bear made for the tree. Young 
Taylor screamed frantically as the 
animal seized him. 
The ensuing scuffle, the boys 
cries and-the bear's growls attracted 
motorists. Afraid to leave their cars. 
they sat watching. 
Fred Raynor, operator of a near- 


bv road stand, shot and killed the 
bear. 
Gardiner Murdock, proprietor of 
the inn 
returned home several 
hours after the tragedy and sur- 
rendered to authorities. He was re- 
leased in $1,500 bail.

DTTRANGO, Colo., Oct. 3—<#>— 


Carbon mountain, Colorado's "gal- 
loping peak," seethed and rumbled 
in another fierce internal disturb- 
ance Monday and nearly trapped a 
man and woman beneath tons of 
rock on its trembling slopes. 


Mrs. Helen Ziemer and her broth- 
er, William Aitken, both of Dur- 
ango, ran to safety barely in time 
:o escape an avalanche sent roaring 
trom the top of the mountain. 
Earth and boulders swept by so 
close to them their faces were stung 
by flying pebbles, Mrs. Zeimer said. 
Hundreds of tons of rock and dirt 


were hurled into a chasm formed 
by previously disturbances in the 
west side of the mountain 
The chasm was neatly 500 feet 
deep and it was filled nearly to the 
top by debris, Mrs. Ziemer said. 
The mountain for months has at- 
tracted national attention by its 
weird perambulations.

county district, has reported closing 
of the school completely for lack of 
funds but of the first 56 counties 
reporting, there were 19 one-room 
rural districts in nine counties which 
said they would 
have to shorten 
their terms because of lack of fun^s. 
The Loup county supentnendenc 
reported no definite number shoit- 
ening terms but said it was open to 
question now long one-third of the 
one-room schools in 
her county 
could run. In the early counties re- 
porting, no schools with two or more 
teachers reported

Teat Wells Approved. 


Twenty owners of billiard parlors 
Monday petitioned the city council 
to relax restrictions against coupons 
redeemable in trade or merchandise, 
and to permit them to remain open 
after 11 p. m. and on Sundays They 
promise that If allowed longer hours 
the tables will be covered, and only 
those games aUowed by the council 


will be played. On Sundays they 
would open only for the sole of their 
stocks. 
John A. Wood, who represented 
the owners at the council hearing, 
said that the request Is made so 
that they can continue to operate 
under the provisions of the NRA. 
"We must nave relief if we con- 
tinue under the NRA," Mr. Wood 
said. "Under present conditions if 
we live up to the blue eagle re- 
quirements the expense is so great 
that we lose money" The petition 
was referred to the legal depart- 
ment. 


The council approved an agree- 


ment with the Layne-Western Co 
of Kansas City for the making of 
3-inch test wells north and east of 
the present wells near the Platte 
river. The cost will be $1 per foot, 
with a minimum of $300 
The 


maximum cost is fixed at $450. 
The purpose of the tests is to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of extend- 
ing the well system north as pro- 
vided In the original plans for 
establishing a source of supply north 
of Ashland. The investigation now 
is necessary since two of the wells 
at the Van Dorn street station have 
failed sooner than expected, atrf 
the fact that a 12-mllllon gallon 


pump is likely to be added to the 
equipment at the Ashland station 
Five wells aic now supplying the 
city from the Ashland source Dur- 
ing the heavy pumping periods of 
the summer, the demand is so heavy 
that none of these has a chance to 
rest. Commissioner Doerr said, "and \ 
it is necessary that the source of 
supply should be somewhat in ex- 
ce'ss of the demand Only thiough 
such an arrangement will It be pos- 
sible to give any of the equipment a 
rest."

Increased prices for coal from 
other outlying regions will be pub- 
lished as soon as the code adminis- 
trative machinery is set up. 
Seek Johnson's O. K. 


All price boosts must be approved 
by Hugh S. Johnson, recovery ad- 
ministrator who was designated last 
week by President Roosevelt as 
presidential member of all five di- 
visional code authorities—the price- 
fixing agencies. 


Coal presented only one of the 
price problems confronting Johnson 
He has in his pocket a retail trades 
code proposing to stabilize retail 
prices at wholesale cost plus 10 
per cent, a plan which has drawn 
oposition from the farm adminis- 
tration. 


In some quarters it was believed 
the census of NRA emloyment and 
payrolls ordered yesterday may pro- 
vide figures which will go a long 
way in helping determine the gov- 
ernment's price-fixing policies.

and with a determination ulti- 
mately to conquer" .was entering 
the "new crusade". 


"We will educate the unedu- 
cated, encourage the discouraged, 
strengthen the weak, give hope to 
the despairing, enthuse the indif- 
ferent and break down the opposi- 
tion of those who oppose," she pre- 
dicted. 


She expressed pleasure Nebraska 
cannot vote on state or national 
prohibition until the 1934 general 
election and said "We hope by that 
time the people of Nebraska will 
have seen the 'raw deal' within 
the 'new deal' and will hold fast 
Nebraska for one purpose, if no 
other, namely, "There will be at 
least one state in the union where 
the federal government will have 
a chance to prove its promises of 
protection to dry states." 


Anything For Chance. 


Mrs. Innls called the decade be- 


ginning hi 1920 the most successful 
in human history, and said the 
wets took advantage of the eco- 
nomic crisis to "spread false propa- 
ganda all over the nation, increased 
;he feeling of unrest, and created 
a willingness on the part of the 
masses to resort to anything which 
means a change." 


She said after only 13 years of 
irohibition the wets had said en- 
'orcement was impossible, "forget- 
ting that for 296 years we had en- 
dured the liquor traffic, and that 
all these evils were becoming more 
and more rampant, each one a 
:hild of the saloon and the rum 
trade." 
"Sisters, 
we have 
crusaded 
against the saloon," she said, "Now 
in 'such a time as this' we must 
crusade against the tavern, the beef 
garden, the road house, the hotel, 
;he restaurant, the grocery store, 
and all other places where liquors 
are sold. The new crusade will not 
be waged by prayer alone, but by 
every means known to the modern 
woman. 
"Every dollar spent for liquor 
represents a loss in manhood, in 
womanhood and in character, loss 
of . producing ability, the loss of 
happiness and even of life for little 
children, the loss of protection for 
the. home and of prosperity for the 
nation." 


Governor Criticised. 


She criticised the Nebraska legis- 
lature for passing the 32 beer law 
and Governor' Bryan for failing to 
veto it, calling it in violation of 
the state constitution, questioned 
the sincerity of political promises, 
to prevent return of the saloon if' 
prohibition is repealed and said 
"the democrats will have to assume 
responsibility for opening the whis- 
key barrel". 
"The democratic party destroyed 
itself for a generation by being 
wrong on slavery. Today, not even 
the NRA can save it from, the In- 
evitable consequences of becoming 
the champion of tho whisker in- 
terests."

BEGIN HARVEST 


OF BEET CROP 


Hundreds of People to 


Be Employed Over 


Three Months. 


SCOTTSBLUIT', Neb., Oct. 3— 


(AP)—More than 23,000 persons will 
go to work in this section this week 
to harvest the sugar beet crop and 
convert it into sugar. 
Through the 


campaign season, which is expected 
to be approximately 100 days, six 
factories in Scotts Bluff and M£r- 
rill counties and one in Goshen 
county, Wyoming, will convert 82,000, 
acres of beets, averaging 13 to 14 
tons an acre. 
The factories will employ 1,000 


people extra railroad crews will re- 
quire 200; while 9,000 to 10,000 work- 
ers will get the crou out of the 
ground and 10,000 will be engaged 
fii hauling in the beets. The Ne- 
braska acreage, including the Grand 
Island territory in the central part 
of the state, is about 85,000 acres. 
Sugar company officials say th? 
sugar contant likely will be good, 
but probably not up to that of 
recent years. 
There has been no indication of 
the payment per ton, as the price is 
governed wholly by the sugar con- 
tent of the beets and the average 
selling price of sugar prevailing for 
the year after the harvest. 
At the Grand Island factory the 
payroll now carries about 250 names, 
but is expected to increase shortly 
to provide work for approximately 
300 persons. Factory officials said 
the run will continue until about 
the middle of January. 
Present 
shipments, which started Sunday, 
are coming from between Grand Is- 
land and Kearney, with the bulk 
originating at Shelton and Gibbon.

today by the annual convention of 
the American Legion. 
Despite the president's statement 
to the legion, yesterday that veter- 
ans suffering from ailments in- 
curred since the war may receive 
federal hospltalization only if their 
local and state communities are 
unable to take care of them, the 
legion's 
rehabilitation 
committee 


approved a plan for hospital treat- 
ment, for all ex-soldiers of the 
World war, regardless 
of when 


they were incapacitated. 
The committee's report, made last 
night 
said 
that 
"hospltalization 


under 
federal 
government aus- 
pices be afforded all veterans not 
dishonorably discharged who re- 
quire hospital treatment and who 
are not able to reasonably pay for 
their own treatment." 


Other Points in Program. 


The other points in the program, 


which has been approved by forty- 
three of the state departments are: 
"That no war veteran disabled 
in the line of duty shall suffer any 
reduction of those benefits granted 
such veterans as in the World war 
veterans' act In effect prior to 
March 20, 1933. 
"That perpetuation of service for 
all veterans properly granted, such 
conections under laws In existence 
prior to March 20, 1933, be recom- 
mended. 
"That benefits provided for de- 
pendents of veterans as established 
In the World war veterans' act be 
resumed and maintained as the 
government's policy and that in no 
event shall widows and dependent 
children of deceased war veterans 
be without government protection,"

THE "ONLY" CHILD. 


HUMAN RIGHTS AND 


THE PRESS.

A letter to another newspaper, c, copy of which 
was sent to the Star and to Governor Bryan, F. 


C. Crocker, secretary of the Nebraska branch of the 
National Farmers Holiday association, gives voice to 
this: 


"There must be this contest between human rights 


and the greater part of the public press, which, by 
common knowledge, represents the special Interests. 
I want to get out of the holiday movement, when the 
public press of this country has driven thousands of 
busted farmers, with the unemployed everywhere in 
America into the camps of communism. We don't 
expect the public press to cnange its course. Equal 
consideration for the farming Industry with other 
Industries is not the policy of the press." 


In the quarrel between Mr. Crocker and the paper 


which aroused his ire. the Star has no interest. It 
has no desire to chide him, to take issue with him 
as an individual, to say the same ungenerous, un- 
founded things about him that he says in his blanket 
Indictment of newspapers. He is a sincere man of 
great energy. He has spent a good many years in 
Nebraska and should know the state and its people. 
In his own way, it should be recognized Mr. Crock- 
er Is seeking to cure what he and his associates and 
millions of others regard as an exceedingly danger- 
ous situation. Its gravity cannot be over emphasized, 
any more than it is possible to exaggerate the in- 
herent difficulties which beset all the American peo- 
ple at this time. Where Mr. Crocker and those as- 
sociated with him may raise questions is in the tac- 
tics which they employ. They must assail something 
and some one. It is meat and bread to them. They 
must question the sincerity of others, the integrity 
of others. There isn't the possibility in widely split 
groups of people during the last few years of such a 
thing as an honest difference ot opinion. It is that, 
always more or less aggravated In American life, but 
particularly so now. which should give concern. 


• • * 
O THOUGHTFUL person can view the rising 


spirit of distrust and suspicion without both re- 


gret and apprehension. - The revival of class con- 
sciousness, the breeding of class antagonism, the 
fanning of class hatreds violate American Insti- 
tutions. 


Tuere Is a value In a protest movement. It di- 


rects attention to wrongs and to injustices and^it 
checks abuses. Throughout the country, there is a 
better understanding of agriculture's relation to na- 
tional welfare and to national prosperity, thanks to 
the protests sweeping out of the corn belt over the 
period of the last five years. It is possible for such 
a movement to chart such a course or program that 
it itself becomes inimical to common welfare. The 
passionate outcry which it raises for human rights 
may serve to augment injustice and distress. 


At the core of this country's~present difficulties Is 


a lack of confidence In all men and in all of men's 
activities. We want laws to do what we say men 
will not do, and In some way, we cannot seem to un- 
derstand that no law is more enforceable or effec- 
tive than the sentiment behind it. We despair of the 
goodness and decency of people, and then we say 
that a statutory enactment framed by men, inter- 
preted by men, and enforced by men, will make peo- 
ple do what they otherwise would not do. 


Isn't It natural to anticipate that, if the great ma- 


jority will not adopt a course voluntarily, there is 
very little likelihood they can be made to do it by 
passing a law? We need to discard bamfoolery and 
fluffduff and to get down to hardpan. We need most 
of all to recognize that In its largest aspects, this 
problem Is an Intensely human one and will be met 
only when there is the human decency and the hu- 
man Intelligence to solve It. 


TBKTHAT would prove a balm to a distressed antf a 
ww bruised America Is that Inherent sense of fair- 
ness which prompts people to do the decent, just, and 
kindly thing. If the creditor Is unfair, greedy, and 
avaricious, he needs to be subjected to a type of 
leadership which will brand him for the menace 
he Is In orderly society, if the debtor is dishonest 
and attempts to evade his obligations, he needs the 
same treatment. But if you can't believe In people. 
u* you can't trust them a little, if you can't credit 
their words and their actions with a certain meas- 
ure of honesty, what foundation Is there left upon 
which to build? If every man Is conniving delib- 
erately, scheming with subtle cunning, to beat some 
one else, what foundation is there upon which to 
build? if every man. if every institution, if every 
group Is unregenerat* and crooked, what hope Is 
there? is there some mysterious spirit to descend 
from legislative halls and from the national capital 
to pounce upon the rascals—each and every one of 
them-and make them behave? if dishonesty is as 
widespread as agitators would lead people to believe, 
the mere handful of honest men left will find it a 
hopeless task to discipline the legions of skunks In 
human flesh. 


We hare pleaded in this newspaper for concilia- 


tion, particularly In tie field of debt. We have 
begged the creditor and the debtor to come together 
to discuss their mutual troubles, to try in a spirit of 
fairness to work out their problems. We have urged 
the debtor to seek out his creditor; and in the event 
that the former Ignores his plain obligation, the 
creditor to seek out his debtor, in the belief that hu- 
man sympathies are far more effectual in dealing 
with difficulties than all the tews thai can be draft- 
ed. We have urged conciliation, because we do not 
believe ttie debtor, even in view of improved prices. 
can contribute to the purchasiiur power of the 
country, until he knows his status'with reference to 
retention of his farm and his home over the next 
lew years. We have urged conciliation because we 
do not believe Uie creditor will spend until he knows 
something about the status of his investments.

nROF. PAUL A. WITTY, of Northwestern univer- 
mT sity, has come to the defense of the "only" child. 
Contrary to popular belief, he claims after investi- 
gation, the single child In a family is not moody, 
temperamental, badly spoiled, mentally or physical- 
ly inferior. 


Witty wanted the facts. He examined 200 boys and 


girls—half of them from families where there was 
only one child and the other hah* where there were 
two or more. On all points which he scored, he 
found the "only" child comparing favorably, he re- 
ports. 


It is a study of exceeding Interest, although the 


pronounced tendency toward the smaller family 
group is in no way way connected with it. The ap- 
preciation of the financial burdens entailed in the 
proper rearing and education of children has been 
responsible largely for families with one or two 
children. If is an instinct of parenthood to lavish 
love upon the youngsters. When there is only one, 
it has seemed, if anything, that that instinct be- 
comes more pronounced and the mothers and the 
fathers in families with only a child sacrifice more 
and more for that child. They want the only son 
or the only daughter to have the best that can be 
obtained and they spare no expense in order to 
achieve that goal. 


Parenthood, notwithstanding all of the beliefs to 


the contrary, has become more exalted. These dads 
and mothers, it would appear foolishly to others, In- 
sist that their sons and daughters, whether they 
have one or a dozen, shall have better opportunity 
than they had. They mean It when it comes to 
clothing, to opportunities for recreation, to schooling. 
Even after the youngsters grow up and establish 
homes of their own, the same tenderness and con- 
cern is manifest. Every mother dreams that her 
daughter shall start her home under more favorable 
conditions than she did, and every dad hopes that 
his son may establish a home In which the furnish- 
ings are better than his were. The "only" child Is, 
in fact, a replica of children everywhere, and If they 
are spoiled by indulgent parents, it is because the 
latter are mistakenly ambitious for their offspring. 


CUBAN INCAPACITY AND INGRATITUDE. 


'•7CRIENDLY interest which the American people 
f- 
people have felt in the welfare of Cuba ever 


since this country took up the cause of the Islanders 
in their struggle for independence 35 years ago Is 
giving way to distress and disappointment over the 
course which the revolution there has taken since 
the Machado government was overthrown. 


The United States desires for Cuba, above all other 


things, a stable government and the means of pros- 
perity for its people.. Without the former, the lat- 
ter Is Impossible. Those.who seem to have the con- 
trolling hand apparently are more interested In 
spreading radical ideas and doctrines, as a means of 
entrenching themselves In power, than in re-estab- 
lishing order and permitting business and industry to 
function. To a certain extent the movement has the 
aspect of one that aims at sovietism as Its ultimate 
objective. 


It Is questionable whether Cuba would not have 


been better off to remain under Machado's rule, bad 
as that was, than to change it for the conditions 
that now prevail. The successive governments which 
have tried then- hand since the former president was 
forced Into exile have been powerless to control the 
situation. Mobs continue to hold the upper hand; 
strikes led by "proletarian" agitators have caused 
hundreds of factories to close and throw their 
workers out of employment; battles are fought In the 
streets of Havana and other cities, causing loss of 
life among Innocent people as well as the combat- 
ante; and great damage Is inflicted on the properly 
of both Cubans and foreigners. 


American Idealism which believed that Cuba, once 


freed from old world domination, would become a 
modern, self-governing nation of the North Ameri- 
can type. Is grievously disillusioned by the events 
which have taken place since Its freedom was won 
In our war with Spain.. The United States is In the 
position of a foster parent who, after adopting a 
child and nurturing and supporting it for a period 
of years, finds his beneficence unappreciated. 
The 


foundling, having grown up, shows a disposition to 
go off into evil ways and manifests no gratitude for 
what has been done for him. 


"Down with Americans" is the cry heard these 


days in Havana, American industrial establishments 
that have been furnishing employment to Cuban 
labor are compelled to cease operations. American 
residents find it expedient to quit their abodes and 
places of business and seek safety upon ships sent 
by the United States to patrol the coast. 


Even this strange manifestation of national In- 


gratitude could be overlooked if the Cuban revolu- 
tionaries were able to organize a government capa- 
ble of stopping disorders; but that task is evidently 
teyond their capacity, and perhaps not in harmony 
with the desires of many of their number at this 
time. 


It would seem that Uncle Sam couldn't make him- 


self any more unpopular with the elements respon- 
sible 'or the troublous conditions that now prevail 
In Cuba if he were to exercise his his right to step 
in and assume controL But perhaps It would be bet- 
ter for us to let the Cubans stew in their own brotli 
awhile longer before we undertake to get them out 
of the mess they have made for themselves.

It 
should be emphasized that the dis- 
tinguishing sign between the two 
forms of vomiting is that the or- 
ganic form appears suddenly in a 
previously well child, the functional 
comes on gradually and continues in 
a child which appears 
otherwise 
healthy. a.id in spite of the vomit- 
ing is if* good nutrition. 
Perhaps most frequently of all the 
cause is mismanagement of the 
symptom considered yesterday—lack 
of appetite. When a child has been 
coaxed, scolded, threatened and bul- 
lied into eating a meal. It cannot be 
wondered that there is » distaste for 
the food and that the meal does not 
sit welL Nor that such meals are 
ejected as a result of the emotional 
disturbance.

(Young) Stribling, Georgia heavyweight, died at 6 a. m., 
eastern standard time, today from injuries received Sunday 


- in a motor accident. The end came an hour after the fighter 


lapsed into unconsciousness, following' a dogged fight which 
his physicians said was possible only by a person of his tre- 
mendous vitality. 


Wife. Parents at Bedside. 


At his bedside were his parents 
"Pa" and "Ma" Stribling, his man 
ager and trainer; his wife. Claire 
herself a patient at the hospital 
following the birth of- their thin 
child, born two weeks ago, and a 
younger brother, Herbert, a fighter 
in his own right. 
Physicians said death was due to 
complications arising from internal 
Injuries suffered when Stribling's 
left foot was severed and his pelvis 
crushed in a collision between his 
motorcycle and an automobile. 
For a while last night, the phy- 
sicians held hope for Stnbhng's re- 
covery, but in the early morning 
hours they saw his tremendous vi- 
tality begin to ebb. Then they knew 
it was a matter of hours before he 
would go.

Stout Heart Weakens. 


Members of the family gathered 
in the white-walled hospital room 
at 3 a. m. after hope for his re- 
covery waa abandoned. He held on 
gamely, rousing occasionally to ask 
.t lor water, but at 6 o'clock his stout 
heart Degan weakening rapidly. 
The physicians was amazed at his 
abilty to cling to life, with his 
temperature at 107 1-5 degrees and 
his pulse 175.

FW<HESE are the days for pick- 
M. jog all-star teams in the 
tnajors, ditto for passing out val- 
eable-player awards. I take not* 
that the) Sporting Mews of St. 
Louis, rated as the official organ 
of organised baseball, has con- 
ferred valuable-player honors on 
Pitcher Carl Hubbell in the Na- 
tional league and First-baseman 
Jimmie Foxx la the American 
loop. 
Hubbell gets the nod for his 


sensational hurling on behalf of 
the New York Giants. Without 
his services, the Giants scarcely 
would have been an 
important 
factor in the National league 
race. 
As for Foxx, his team, the 
Philadelphia Athletics, finished. 
no better than third in their cir- 
cuit, but Jimmie's right to the 
laurels scarcely could be ques- 
tioned, which likewise applies to 
Pitcher Hubbell. 
A polished performer in his 
position, although it is conceded 
he could fill any station on a 
baseball field quite as capably as 
the first comer, Fozx was the 
outstanding slugger of the major 
circuits during the 1933 cam- 
paign. As a mauler of home 
runs, Foxx stole the show from 
Babe Ruth and ranks today as 
the champion swatsman of major 
league balldom. 
-BxTT the all-star poll conduct- 


ed by the Associated Press. 
representing a consensus of the 
Judgments of nearly a hundred 
staff writers on the newspapers 
published along the big league 
battlefront, did not rate Foxx so 
highly as the Sporting News au- 
thorities. 
While Foxx was placed on the 
all-star team, the A. P. poll men- 
tioned Manager Joe Cronin of 
the pennant-winning Washington 
Senators, Chuck Klein of the 
Phillies and Pitcher Hubbell of 
the. Giants as the year's out- 
standing players. 
The A. P.'s all-star lineup for 
the 1933 annum listed an infield 
comprising Foxx, first; Gehring- 
er, second; 
Cronin, . short, and 
Traynor, third. 
The outfield trio Included 
Simmons, Klein 
and 
Berger, 
while the pitchers were Hubbell, 
Grove and Crowder, and the 
catchers Dickey and Mancuso. 
A super team, unquestionably, 


but who can be sure that the 
jurors knew their stuff? 
By 
jurors, I mean the big- league 
newspaper scribes. The doubt, I 
suggest, is pertinent, due to the 
fact that the ability to write 
readable baseball stories doesn't 
necessarily prove that the scribes 
are infallible in their Judgments 
of the players. 
F IT were put up to this col- 
umn to nominate an all-star 
lineup, I would canvass the judg- 
ment*; of the team managers and 
most experienced players, ratti- 
er than consult the 
baseball 
writers. The latter are by no 
means infallible. 
In substantiation of this lat- 
ter point, i cite the fact that a 
pre-season poll of 82 major loop 
writers, compiled at the close of 
the spring training season, dis- 
closed that only one scribe of the 
entire lot named the Giants as 
the probable winners hi the Na- 
tional. The large majority picked 
the Pirates. 
It was quite the same in the 
American league. A preponder- 
ance of the scribes 
predicted 
that the Yankees would literally 
run away with another pennant. 
while the Philadelphia Athletics 
ranked second in the 
voting. 
Only a comparative few nomi- 
nated the ultimate winners— the 
Senators. 


In other words, the boys who 


pound the typewriters, grinding 
out the dally dope, wore miles on 
the beat in their judgments of 
the rdaUre possibilities of tne 
various entries in the big league 
derbies. 


VJtOR the past 20 years and 
•/ more, I have been reading 
stories crediting Tris Speaker 
with having been the most skia- 
fal outfielder hi bisr league his- 
tory. Read it so often that I 
came to accept It as an incon- 
trovertible statement of the veri- 
ties as applied to the national 
game. 
But now I know it wasnt true. 
Thr sceptre of superiority be- 
longed. instead, to a player little 
recognized alone the newspaper 
rialto. His identitv? You'd prob- 
ably hava to indulge in many 
crosses, so m end the suspense 
The name is Johnny Mostil, once 
«ie crack center gardener of the 
Chicago White SOT. 
Hcrr do I fcnow' Well. I dnnt 


—of my own knowledge. But 
Tris Speaker should know. So let 
Tris tell it. 
"Motil could go and get them 
in f-nter field better than I." 
Sneaker recently proclaimed. "I 
rflrtc h.-n above an other out- 
fielders "

IN RING UNIQUE 


Never a Champion, Yet' 


He Fought Good Ones 


In All Divisions. 
BY ALAN M. ABELE. 


MACON, Ga., Oct. 3—(XP)—They 
counted out W. L. "Young" Strib- 
ling early today for the first tim« 
in a 13-year career that stands as 
one of the strangest in the annals 
of pugilism. In the stillness of a 
hospital room—a setting which was 
the very antithesis of the active 
life he had led—death came to 
"the 
boy," as Pa Stribling called 
him, from Injuries suffered in a 
traffic accident. 


A veteran of more than 300 ring 
battles and five times challenger for 
titles he never won, Young Stribling 
has left for the record books a ques- 
tion mark as to his true rating a« » 
fighter. 


At his best he was brilliant, at his 
worst, ^hey hurled at him the taunt- 
ing cry of "yellow." And in be- 
tween he went his way smilingly, 
undaunted, taking on all comers in a 
campaign, that carried him to tha 
far ends of the earth. 
Those who knew Stribling as am 
amateur sportsman—airplane pilot, 
speedboat racer, golfer and basket- 
ball star—never questioned his cour- 
age. Particularly, any who flew with 
him breathed freely once more only 
when they felt the ground undei 
their feet again. He had walked 
away from at least one crackup in 
his plane and, until Sunday, had 
been on his feet at the finish of 
every venture he ever tackled. 


•Ma" Always In Coraor. 


After a> childhood acrobatic cane% 
Stribling entered the fistic wan as 4 
slight, sleek-haired youth of 18- 
wearing bright purple tights mada 
by his mother, Ma Stribling, who; 
was in his corner for every big fight 
from then on. He won a four-round 
decision that day from Kid Domb. 
an Atlanta newsboy, but it was not 
until three years later that ha 
gained national fame in the memor- 
able "three decision- bout with Miko 
McTigue, then light - heavyweight 
champion, at Columbus. Ga. 
Harry Ertle, brought along as ref*-* 
eree by the McTigue faction, found 
himself in a quandary at the end of 
a f igth which many thought Young 
Stribling had won. After makirjg 
one unintelligible 
gesture, then 
awarding the bout to Stribling, Ertla 
rendered his final decision—a draw} 
—upon retiring to his hotel with th« 
boos of a crowd of angry Georgian* 
still ringing in his ears. 
Battled All the Good Ones. 


Pushed into the front of the flstW 
picture by this fiasco, Stribling in 
the next eight years met the best of 
them—Berlenbach, Sharkey, Lough- , 
ran, Scott, Camera, Scnaaf and 
SchmeUng—with varying success, 
but a title always eluded him. 
His last real bid came on July 3, 


1931, in the Cleveland stadium, when 
he lost to Schmeling on a- technical 
knockout 14 seconds before the final 
bell. Battered and bleeding, he held 
on until the referee stopped the*- 
fight, and silenced once and for all 
many of those who had doubted his 
ability to "take it." 
A world tour under the direction 
of Manager "Pa" followed, and. 
Stribling returned to this country 
early this year to undergo treatment 
for a- knee injury. He fought a 
couple of test bouts, then once more 
started up the comeback trail in a 
bout two weeks ago with Maxie 
Rosenbloom. 
Victor In Last Tight. 
It was his last fight and it went - 
into the record as a victory, for he 
outpointed the light-heavyweight 
champion in 10 rounds. But the 
title was not at stake and Young f 
Stribling lost forever his chance ta^ 
wear a champion's crown. 
Almost to the end this morning ha 
remained conscious, carrying on in, 
the same spirit that he showed wherj 
they picked him up from the road- 
side on Sunday. 
"Well, kid, I fiuess this means n<* 
more road work," was his grim com- 
ment to a friend who wa« first to 
reach him as he lay beside his 
wrecked motorcycle with one foot 
dangling by a single tendon.

the Dollfuss patriotic front.

Fighting doggedly against Nazi 
attempts to bring his country Into 
the fold, the chancellor was ap- 
plauded at Geneva when he reiter- 
ated his intention of leading the 
struggle to keep Austria and inde- 
pendent nation.

Court Recalls Mandate, 


Permit Radio Appeal 


To U. S. Tribunal. 


Paving the way for an appeal to 


the United States Supreme court 
and ultimately a decision on radio's 
liability for libel, the Nebraska 
Supreme court Monday afternoon 
recalled its mandate handed down 
recently dismissing the appeal of 
radio station KPAB in a libel suit 
brought by former Attorney Gen- 
eral C. A. Sorenson. 


In a previous appeal, the Nebras- 
ka Supreme court held that the 
station and Richard F. Wood, at- 
torney who delivered a 1930 pri- 
mary speech over the station at-

Sorensen,

liable, and remanded the case to 
the Lancaster county District court 
for retrial. 


In the meantime, Sorensen ac- 


cepted a $50U settlement for his 
claim against the station but a 
second appeal was prosecuted to 
test the legal issue. The suprem 
court, however, ruled that since a 
settlement had been made the case 
was moot and dismissed the ap 
peal.

A wise and famous old duck who 
has returned year after year to a 
was not quite smart enough this 
safe bird refuge near Antioch, Neb., 
season to realize that the ducklings 
she reared were birds of a different 
feather. 


They were foisted upon her by 
F. J. Keller of the Rainbow's End 
bird refuge near Antioch after she 
had returned there for the sixth 
consecutive year. Biological survey 
officials have informed Keller the 
mallard's record Is the most re- 
markable of any in their files. 


A report in the Nebraska Bird Re- 
view relates that the old mallard 
tien dried out the damp nest she 
das used every year on the roof of 
Keller's barn before starting to lay. 
Then she settled down and produced 
14 eggs in as many days. But the 
eggs were runts, only the size of a 
pigeon's, and Keller wrote about It 
to the biological survey. 


Taking the advice of the survey, 
he candled the eggs, found them 
sterile and sent them to the United 
States National Museum at Wash' 
ngton. In then- place he substituted 
five pintail eggs. 


The mallard cuddled right down 
on the eggs, hatched the pintail 
ducklings and took them to 
the 
nearby lake.

broods of her own yearly and is 
known to have reared more than 
100 young.

FOR RESURFACING 


City Council Completes 


Act Preparatory To 
U. S. Fund Request. 


A resurfacing district including O 
street from Eighth to Sixteenth 
street, was created by the city 
council Monday, preparatory to the 
filing of an application for federal 
funds with which to do the work.
